STATE EMPLOYES ON PENSION 


Assisted Compulsory Insurance Sys- 


tem Has Been Adopted In 


Massachusetts. 


The first retirement system 
for 


state employes to bo established in 
this country has been put into effect 
In Massachusetts. 
Tho new system, 


which was created by nn act of the 
legislature last year. Is not in reality 
a pension sjstem, but a plan for com- 
pulsory assisted Insurance for public 
employes. 


Heretofore state pensions have been 


paid only to special classes, such as 
to.ichers. policemen and firemen. 
It 


Ib now undertaken to grant retirement 
pa>moms to practically every person 
on the payroll of the commonwealth, 
whether employed In the direct serv- 
ice of the Mate or the metropolitan 
district service. «ho regularly gives 
his \\hole time to that service. Cer- 
tain high officials aro excluded, such 
as the governor, lieutenant governor 
and hli;h salaried state officials, and 
employes pensionable under special 
acts. 


The retirement fund Is mado up in 


pan of state contributions, \\lth as- 
sessments upon the employes amount- 
Ing to not leas than I and not moro 
than 5 per cent, of their wngee. as th* 
administrative board, headed by tho 
state treasurer, shall determine. Tho 
funds are to be placed at Interest, •with 
a semi-annual compounding, and when 
a person retires the amount that tho 
fund will yield Is equaled by a contrib- 
ution from the stato. The total of the 
annuity or pension Is not to exceed 
half of the wagca paid at tho tlmo 
of retirement, but It shall in no case 
btv less tha:i $200. Kmployes may ro- 
tire at tho ago of 60. and they must 
retlie at TO 


Kmplo%cs who h.ive nerved continu- 


ously for thlrty-fivo >ears may retire 
or be retired regardless of age.
